While he 
was here, he preached tome provstun- 
ary difcourfes, according to the cultom 
of the place; and though he was icarce 
twenty years of ace, became tutor io 
the fon of one Haller, a door of laws, 
and burgomafter of the city.

About this time, the French having 
made an irruption into Heffe, and 
poveriiied the inhabitants, by raiiing 
exorbitant contributions, his brother was 
no longer able to fapport him; and 
therefore fent him to London, with very 
firony recommendations, to a frend, 
whois in a flation of great honour and 
intercit. 

This perfon received bim kindly, and 
promifed to procure him an appoint. 
ment that thould be agreeable to his 
fitends: but as no oppertuaity imme- 
diately prefented, he oticred himielf as 
an ailitaat to Mr Crawford, who keeps 
a ichool in Eletton-Garden; and was 
received, upon the recommendation of 
the Rev. Mir Pianta, who had himlelf 
Jived with Mr Crawtord in that itation, 
and Jett him upon his having obtained 
a piece inthe Mufeum. was allo 
propoied that he thould affit the Ger 
man munifter at the chapelin the Sa.

obtained the intere(t of feveral] Clergys 
men of confiderable influence : but{ome 
new fally of his jealous and ungovern.

fiead of imputing his ditappointment to 
himfelf, he threw out many threats a- 
gainft thofe whom he had already o/- 
tended by his petulance and ill beha.

In the mean time, he continued in 
Mr Crawford's family, where he gave 
frequent and mortifying inttances ot his 
pride and indilcretion ; one of which is 
tco remarkable to be omitted. 

He fet our one day with Mr Craw- 
ford, and a Pruthan gentleman, to dine 
with Mr V—~-, a Dutch merchant, at 
Mouiwel-hill. In his way thither, he 
quitted his company, and, by crofling 
the ficlds, got to the boule before them, 
Wien he came there, he took {uch ot- 
fence at fomethiog Mr V-—— faid, in 
fome tnfling difpute which happened 
between them, that he called him Fie, 
and proceeded from one outrage to a- 
other, oll Mr V—— ordered his fervants 
to turn him out of doors; which was 
done before his companions, Crawford 
and the Proffian, got there. Yet Stirn, 
when they came back in the evening, 
fell into another fit of rage againft them, 
and charged them with having got to 
Mr V—'s before him, and concealed 
themlelves in another room, to enjoy 
the injurious treatment which Mr \-— 
was prepared to offer him ; infitting that 
he had heard them rejoicing and laughe 
ing at his difgrace. 

While be lived with Mr Crawford, be 
became acquainted with Mr Matthews, 
a furgeon in the neighbourhood, 


advertifed the cure of filtulas, and-other 
diiorders of the like kind. Matthews 
is {aid to have infinuated to Stirn, the! 
though Crawtord proiciied great trend: 
thip to him, yet his intention was 007 
to keep him in a itate of poverty a 
cependence, and to render his a 
hities dubtvervient to his own 
without giving him a valuable 
ration; telling him, thas as was ia 
pows

power to provide much better for him- 
jelf. From this time, Stirn’s behaviour 
to Mr Crawford was very different from 
what it had been before, and Mr Craw- 
ford was propertionably lets fatisfed ; 
fo that, though he {till continued with 
him, vet Crawtord favs, that he now 
kent him merely from the regard he 
had to him and his fimily. 

Soon atter this, Matthews made him 
+ propotal to come and ive with him, 
offering him an apartment ready fur- 
nihed, and his board, upon condition 
that he fhould teach Mrs Matthews and 
her daughter mutic, and Matthews him- 
{elf the claflics. propolal Surn ine 
clined to accept; bur Mr Crawford 
heaving of it, endeavoured to pertuade 
Matthews to retract it, telling him, that 
Stim had failings which would render 
him a very troublefome inmate. Mat- 
thews, who feerms to have had neither 
a good opinion of Crawford, nor good- 
will to him, immediately told Sarn, that 
he had been attempting to peruade him 
to go back from his prepotsis, ard 
mentioned alo the reafons he gave for 
fo doing. ‘Vhis threw Sturn into a 
rage, and he expreiled his refentment 


to Crawford in ftrone terms, and a 


boillerous behaviour. 

Sturn foon after accepted Matthews’s 
propotal, and Matthews offered to fe- 
cure him a continuance of what he. had 
ofered for twelve months, by writing : 
but Stirn refufed the obligation, laying, 
that his honour was fufficient. 

Crawtord having failed in pertuading 
Matthews not to receive Stirn, now en- 
deavoured to prevail epon Stirn not to 
£9 to Matthews ; and therefore though, 
he fays, he would not have kept hii io 
long, but in regard to Stirn himfelf and 
his triends, he now offered to raife his 
lalary, that he might keep him longer, 
at freater expence. 

Bot this offer was refufed, and Stirn 
took poiletiion of his apartment at Mat- 
thews’s houfe, A very little time, how- 
CVer, was luticient ta fhew, that they 
not long continue together. Stirn’s

oblique reproach and infult in the beha- 
viour of thofe about him, that, finding 
one evening, atter he came home, fome 
pieces of bread in the gining-room, 
which had been left there by a child of 
the family, he immediately took it into 
his head, that they were left there as 
reproachfal emblems of his poverty, 
which obliged him to fubtitt on the 
fragments of charity. This thought fet 
him on fire in a moment: he ran fu- 
nioully up ftairs ; and knocking loudly 
and fuddeniy at Mr Matthews’s cham- 
ber door, called out, Alatibeas 
He was anfwered by Mrs Matthews, 
who was in bed, that Mr Matthows was 
not there: but he itll clamoroufly in- 
fiited on the door’s being opened; fo 
that Mrs Matthews was obliged to rife, 
and having put on her cloaths, came 
out, and afxed him what he wanted, 
and what he meant by fuch behaviour ? 
lie anfwered, that he wanted Mr Mate 
thews, and that he knew he was tn the 
rooms happened, that at this inilane 
Mr Matthews knocked at the flreet- 
door, and put an end to the difpute with 
his wite. ‘The moment Mr Matthews 
entered the houfe, Sturn, in a furious 
manner, charged him with an intention 
to aifront him by the crufts) Mr Mat- 
thews aflured him that he meant no fuch 
thing, and that the bread was carried 
thither by the child : Mrs Matthews al- 
fo confirmed it; and Stirn was at length 
paciied. He feems to have been 
{cious of the firange im propriety of his 
conduct, as ioon as he had time for ree 
fleclion ; for the next morning he went 
to Mr Crawtord, and exorefied a motk 
grateful fenfe of Mr and Mrs Mate 
thews’s patience and kindnefs, in fuf- 
fering and pafling over his tantaltic be- 
haviour, 

It is, however, probable, that, from 
this time, they began to live topether 
upon very illtcrms. Matthews foon af- 
ter gave Lim warning to quit his houie, 
and Sturn refufed to go. What parti- 
cular Olicnces had been piven on each 
fide, does not appear; but they had 
been carried ta fuch lengths, that Craw- 
ford confulted Mr Welch, a Middlefex 
juflice, avoutthem, oa Stsn’s behalf. 
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What direftions he received are not 
keown; but on Wednetday, Aug. 13. 
Stirn having beenthen in Mr Motthews’s 
family about two months, Matthews 
wert toa friend Dowgete 
whole naine is Lowsler, and telling him 
thet Stirn had behaved fo il, he could 
no longer keep him in his hovle, and 
tat he had refufed to quit it, requefled 
his advice and affitance to get sid of 
him. Mr Lowther then went with Mr 
Matthews to Mr Welch; who, finding 
there was no legal contract between 
them, told Matthews be might torn 
Stirn out when he pleafed, withovt no- 
tice. Matthews then cetermining to 
turn him out that night, Mr Welch de- 
fired he would be cautious, and advifed 
him to get a couple of friends to be 
with him; and when Stirn camein, firtt 
to defire him to go away peaceably ; 
and it he refufed, to lead him out by 
the arm. Matthews then faid, he was 
a defperate man, and if he thould offer 
any rudenefs to him, would make no 
feruple of ftabbing him. He was then 
acvited to take a peace-oficer with him. 
And having now received fufficient in- 
fleactions, he went away with his 
fiend, determined to put them in exe- 
eution.

character, and oblige him to quit Eng- 
land with infamy. After fome farther 
altercation, he {at down, and appeared 
fomewhat more compoifed; but on a 
fudden, ftarted up again, with new fury 
in his look, and faid, his honour was 
wounded, his character rained, and his 
bread Joit; that, under fuch circum.

Matthews fcandaloully turned him out 
of his houfe, which he feems to have 
threatened, ie would be revenged.

Whitworth, a penthiman eminent 
tor his tafte and Was 
fed to figuity his ipprobition of it. 

The imith who sans it declarcd, that 
he had put more iron into one hare than 
was in all the plough; and whea it was 
carried to the lecond trial, by two men, 
carelelsty, on their thoulders, its apparent 
flightnets prejudiced the farmer againit 
it. He wasthen plowing with a wheel- 
plough and tour horfes in a loamy field, 
that had jult yielded a crop of peate, 
and was hard-bahked by an Augutt tun ; 
fo that the horfes with difliculty por- 
formed their work, and the lide of the 
furrow Was trom fo ne end to the 
other, like the teeth of a faw. When 
I propofed to him to try the new plough, 
he faid it wis in vain to think of it, as 
the field was as hard as the turnpil 
road: but, asl told bim that would 
the breaking ofit, he wasat 
prevailed on to join two of his horles to 
it, and putit into the ground; when 
he had not gone the let th of haita 
turrow before he was en tirely reconcti- 
ledtoit, and acknowled thatit dreli- 
ed the ground better than his own, as 
it cut the hard clods into fia) rth r pice CS, 
and lett the furrow as ftraight as an exe 
tended thread. He faid, ** Tt ovght to 
be locked up as a curiofity; and that, 
if it were a foft clay-forl, he could lay. 
the furrows with it like herrings ina 
late.” 

This fpade-plouch may be mide of 
various {izes, to be drawit } two, four, 
fix, oreipht hortes, as the nature of the 
ground and work may req ince In Ag

“The 
beam, in this cale, would only bea 
ftraipit pole, In cutting drains this 
pious may alfo be advantayeoufly ufed, 
and would do more work than one hun- 
dred men with pichaxes, if there was no 
rock nor Water to interrupt it. 

The finall model which at firft 
made of the plough, was not thicker 
than the blade of a table-knire, and of 
about five inches breadth; yet, when 
htted toa handle, Tround it tore and 
sipped up the earth with great eafe, and 
toa coulidcrable depth, The common 
houphs, without {tiring the foil, only 
icraich the furtace et it; whereas it 
houghs were uled of the fifhion of the 
plate deferived in fg. 1. with the part 
at 1b turned vp, and nailed to the back 
oi the upper part, they would not only 
voor out the weeds, but would give a 
to ore und at the fime tine 
Lhe importance of waich is tally known 
io thae who are acquainted with the 
pew huidandry, or have ever refleted on 
the nature of vegetation. Such ahoush 
as tpropele would, think, be of great

An account ofa {eciety called Dankards, in 
Penyivanta. By a gentleman of America, 
HE Dunkard town, called Ephya. 
ta, is fituated in the irontier part 
of Lancafter county, tourteen miles 
from Lancatter, and lies between two 
fma'] hills. From the tep of each of 
thele there is a regulir declivity to the 
bottom, where a finall river runs, and 
by one of its windings encircles about 
one halt of the ground poflciled by ti 
Dunkards. This river serves as a kind 
of natural fence on the one fide; the 
other is fecured by a ditch, and a large 
bank planted with trees; the whole tract 
containing about 250 acres. The road 
from Lancafter to Ephrata is very good, 
and the variety of land{capes that tirike 
the eye make it agreeable. That part 
of it next Ephrata is very folitary where 
the inhabitants are thinly feattered, and 
the country becoming more hilly, makes 
the road take feveral windings thro’ the 
interjacent valleys; which are all well 
funpiied with rivulets of water, and 
covered over with trees. Nothing ts teen 
but the works of nature uncorrected by 
the hand of main. 

This little {ciety had its rife upwards 
of twenty years ago, from a Geran 
who fettled in the place where kphrata 
now itands, and was then altogether un- 
cultivated, as well as the adjacent coun 
try, for feveral miles round. He lived 


ia this folicude fome years, having 

or no intercourfe wilh the rele of mars 


kind, but fupplied by his own induntry 
whatever neceflaries be wanted. alter 
fome time the country near him 
to be fettled by fome oF his own 
men; and his uncommon exempy 
piety induced fame of them, whol p 
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Sept. 1760. 
a nunnery by themfelves, and put under 
the tuition of a fige mitron. Ambition 
or pecuniary views had no fhare in their 
mion; and as they gave themlelves up 
entirely to devotion and induttry, their 
grins were thrown intoacommon ftock, 
out of which private as weil as public 
exigencies were fupplied, 

The fitustion ‘their town is judici- 
eully chofen, being on the de -elivity oF 
little hill which faces the fouth-e ift, 
kkreens them trom the 
norih-winds tn the winter.

is bult in the torm of a triangle, witha 
large orchard in the middle. Along the

Hite a Chrittian ought to lead. Ie 
is certain that luxury is unknown among 
them, which is ealily dittovered on fitt 
fecing them, being auite lean in body, 
aad not the leatt appearance of blood in 
their faces. Their recreations are no 
other than the alternate performance 
of religious and domettic dutics, which 
they cideavour to intermix in fuch a 
manner, that neither may be burthen- 
fome. “They regularly celebrate public 
worfhip twice every day, and as often 
every night.  Tnttead of beds they fleey 
on benenes, and ule a little 
block tora pillow. Each room is tur- 
nifhed with a couple of thels. 

Their prefident is a perton who had 
a regular education at Hallin 
He took orders, and was a minifter 
the Calviniits conmmunion feveral 
but not being able to datiofy himtelt iin 
forme points, be left that fect, and went 
over to the Dunkards. 
an open, ailable temper, and free im 
converiation beyond whit you would 
expect from a perton fo rigid in his man= 
ner of re. The following account of 
their principles had trom him. They 
retain both fucraments, but admit adults 
only to beptiim, whi nich they adiminifier 
by dipping or plunging. They entirely 
deny origina ‘as to ite on 
Adam's potterity ; and conteouently 
hold freeewill. Ail violencethey clteens 
unlawtul, even feli-detence in che es af 
dancer. Going to Jaw they think eon 
trary to the sofpel, even when deirand - 
ed, or when their property is unyeltly 
feized. They are ftrict in obf. rving the 
fewith fabbath, to a de cree of fuperfti- 
tion. They haveno fet form of fervice, 
bet pray and preach extenpore, “heir 
urfes, by all that could learn, treat 
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nor ful ucient mcans
